I. Approval of Minutes 

a. A motion was made by Commissioner CahiU to approve the release of the 

minutes of the November 13, 2018 Board Meeting. The motion was seconded by 
Commissioner Gibbons. The motion was unanimously approved. 

II. Director’s Report 

a. Acting Director Enyia informed the Commissioners of PA 100-1050 and the 
movement towards implementation for the July 1, 2019 deadline. 


b. Acting Director Enyia provided a draft of the Strategic Planning document for the 
2019 lECC forecast. 



c. Acting Director Enyia has begun conversations with CMS for a new space for the 
ILCC. 

d. Acting Director Enyia welcomed the members of the IE Attorney General’s 
Office. The AG’s office provided a briefing on the Byrd & Lebamoff cases. 

e. Associated Beer Distributors of I llin ois (ABDI) presented to the Commission. 


Enforcement Division 

a. The lECC completed 68 SAM compliance checks, 14 failed. Sixteen compliance 
checks were repeat violators, 1 violated again. This gives a repeat violator 
compliance rate of 83%. 

b. The lECC cited 24 establishments for operating without a valid State of Illinois 
Eiquor Eicense. 

c. As of November 2"'^, the EY19 EC-13 program has 60 active contracts, using 268 
inspectors. These contracts wiU cover 6,079 licenses. 

d. Eor the period 7/1/18 - 11/26/18 the EC-13 program inspectors have performed 
1,302 inspections resulting in 322 licenses with violations. 

Eicensing Division 

a. The percentage of online renewals is 85%, up 8% from the same time last year. 
Mrs. Marijan also provided a report of aU new licenses issued for November 
2018. 

b. In November 2018 the lECC issued 209 new licenses across aU categories. 

c. In EY18, the lECC issued 6,758 licenses. 

Industry Education 

a. The total number of BASSET applicants trained in November 2018 was 5,139. 

b. The total number of BASSET applicants in the look up is 263,426. 

c. A BASSET training class was held in Niles, IE. 

d. The Parental Responsibility Campaign was presented to Evergreen Academy, 
Ereeman College and Career Academy in November 2018.
